SHOGOLATE IS 
A-t FLAVORING 


By JUDITH WILSON 
CBOCOLMTE, which today is 

one of our most common 
and popular fiavarings, has a 
romantic history. It became 
known to Euorpeans with the 
vovage of Columbus. He found 
it a popular drink among the 
natives and among the curiosi- 
ties of the New World that he 
tvuok to Queen Isabella were cev- 
eral cocoa beans. It was Per- 
pando Cortez, several vears la- 
tcr, who really intredu’’d the 
cocea bean and chocolate drink- 
ing into Europe, however. 

He found it so vaiued among 
the Aztecs that cocoa beans were 
even used as currency. Even 
toys) taxes were paid to Monte- 
zuma in unwieldy bags of cocoa 
reans. When Cortez showed his 
countrymen how to make a de- 
licious Grink from the cocca 
hean 1 was so costly that only 
the royalty could afford to drink 
it. From Spain chocolate drink- 
ing spread to France and then 
to England and back again to 
‘he Colonies, where it became 
the most fashionable drink of 
the cay. 

Today cocoa and chocolate are 
ysed not only in delectable bev- 
erages but as rich, colorful fla- 
vorings, for cakes. D'és. candies 
and desserts of all kinds. It 1s a 
Aavoring that is popular amone 
young and old. A cozolate des- 
sert will insure the suecess of 
any meal Either cocoa OF 
shocolate may be used in.most 
recipes, but in baking, the 
melted chocolate give: a finer 
flavor and moister texiure than 
cocoa. 

Chocolate Pie 

A creamy chocolate pie topped 
vith a fluffy meringue makes a 
desert that is good enough to be 
served at a dinner party Cut 
three squares of unsweetened 
chocolate into pieces and add 
two and one-half cups of cold 
milk. Heat in a double boiler 
until the chocolate is melted. 
then beat with a rotary eggs 
beater. Combine four table- 
spoons flour, one cup sugar, one- 
half teaspoon salt and four egs 
yolks, slightly beaten. Add a 
‘ttle of the chocolate mixture 
and then return to the double 
boiler and cook until well 
thickened. Add two tablespoons 
butter and two teaspoons va- 
nilla. Cool. : 

Pcur the chocolate mixture 
into a ready-baked pie shell 
and cover with a meringue made 
by beating the whites of four 
eggs with eight tablespoons su-~- 
gar. Heap in swirls on top of 
the chocolate filling and. bake in 


a slow oven for twelve minutes : 


or until delicately browned. If 
you wish you may add a cup of 
shredded cocoanut to the choc- 
olate pie filling. 
Chocolate Fudge 

As an easily served and pop- 
ular dessert for luncheon, sup- 
per or refreshments, put a plate 
of chocolate fudge on the table 
and hear ‘the exclamations of 
delight. Add two squares of un- 
sweetened chocolate to, two- 
thirds cup cold milk and place 
over a low flame. Stir con- 
stantly until the mixture is 
smooth and blended and then 
2dé two cups of sugar. a dash 
of salt and stir until the sugar 
dissolves.

Habits Are Second Nature 

Children who are taught to 
respond like automatons to rou- 
tine matters in the home ale 
cpured the inconvenience of 
thinking when the time de- 
mands action. Bedtime, meai- 
time and toilet habits are under 
control now It is a relief to 
the mother, and it is even a 
preater relict to the child. No 
more nagging. no more fussing, 
no more emetional upsets. It 
means that he will nave more 
tirne to devote to play. 

Yo want to train children to 
be sincere and honest is a beau- 
tiful ideal. But we have to be 
practical in carrying this out. 
After all, it is possible to carry 
it too far. Not that in is possi- 
tle to be too honest or too sin- 
cere, but there is the danger of 
overlooking some important 
phase of development in a child 
through being prone to forgive 
his mistakes on the basis that 
he is too young to understand. 
In this way.-we confuse the issue 
of right and wrong for him. 
For while it ig true that a child 
knows nothing of tight and 
wrong af first, it is wrong for 
us to aSsume that he .is not 
capable of learning. 

Power of Example 

If we say “please,” “thank 
you.” or “I’m sorry” whenever 
‘ne occasion calls for it. it is 
pretty certain that a chijd will 
want to do the same. He learns 
his habits of speech from us. 
His mannerisms are borrowed 
from us also. If a child is slow 
in this respect, he should be 
prompted ,by a look or word. 

Automatic responses some- 
times produce funny situations. 
For instance, Little Jerome 
rearly laughed his head off the 
other day when he bumped into 
a pole and caught himself say- 
ing “Excuse it, please.” Some 
may point to this incident as an 
argument against making po- 
liteness a habit. But the pole 
might have been a man.

“Jim” Thomas, Rescued 
At Sea... Labor Leader 
Once a Poor Orphan 


CCORDING to dispatches 
from abroad a few days ago, 
J. H. “Jim” Thomas, British 
Minister of Dominions, and a 


Shoreham, on the English Chan- 
nel. The incident which ended sc 
fortunately reminds us of one of 
the most itneresting characters 
in English public life. 

Forty-three years ago, a 
grease-covered, dirty-faced lad 
of 15 left the huge railway en- 
gine he was cleaning and lea a 
greup of fellow workers into the 
superintendent's office. This was 
“Jim” Thomas, the orphan, lead- 
ing his first strike. It was only 
over one piece of tallow, but the 
victory won was the youngster’s 
first lesson in combined action, a 
lesson which was later to have a 
fateful effect on the industrial 
world. 

Thomas was orphaned at an 
early age and started his career 
when nine years old, as an er- 
rand boy, working for $1 a week. 
with which he helped support 
the aged grandmother with 
whom he lived. Later, he went 
to work in the Great Western 
Railway shops, and by the time 
he was eighteen, he had been 
promicted to the position of fire- 
man Old-time British railroad 
men say that “Jim” Thomas vir- 
tually lived in a locomotive cab 

It was while on the railroad 
that he met Agnes Hill, a pretty 
girl, and asked her to fetch him 
a cup of tea. Instead of com- 
plying. Thomas relates: “she 
cocked up her nose and ran away 
from me b2cause we had not 
been introduced.” When ‘ie was 
23, Tnomas again went to Agnes 
Hill, but this time he not only 
asked for 3 cup of tea, but also 
for her hand in marrjage. They 
lived on $6 a week until Thomas 
moved to Swindon, where he 
formed one of the earliest labor 
parties and got his first taste of 
public life as a member of the 
Town Council. 

” * . 

LTHOUGH a natural born 
orator, Thomas still remains 
much of a mystery to his critics, 
who find him most’ ungrammat- 
ical when addressing workers. 
His oratorical flair and keen 
judgment took him to the presi- 
dency of the Amalgamated So- 
ciety of Railroad Servants in 
1910. as well as into a seat in 
Parliament, which he kept for 

more than twenty years. 


A year after assuming the 
presidency of the A. S, R.8., he 
found the members complaining 
cf tong hours and low wages, and 
a strike was called. Lloyd 
George, at that time Prime Min- 
ister, hurriedly ¢alled on Thomas 
and explained that the nation 
was threatened with war and the 
strike was called off. Soon after 
the rail unions merged, and 
Thomas became the outstanding 
leader. He was offered and de- 
clined the First Ministry of La- 
bor post in the Asquith Coalition 
and the Presidency of the Boaru 

Trade. In 1924, under Prim: 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, he 
accepted the post of Colonia! 
Secretary in Great Britain’s first 
Labor government. Since then 
he has served as Lord Privy Seal 
and unofficial minister of ut- 
employment. 

Thomas likes to tell the story 
of his early days as Colonial Sec- 
retary, when he inquired of &% 
sentry the way to the Colonia! 
office. 

“Who are you?” he was asked. 

“The Colonial Secretary,” 
Thomas replied. 

“Another case of shell-shock.” 
the sentry ntuttered, as he went 
on his way. 

The full force of Thomas’ dy- 
namic power as a labor leader 
was felt in the great general 
strike in 1926, which paralyzed 
the nation. 

Thomas enjoys a joke on him- 
self as well as at the expense of 
others. Shortly after he was re- 
lieved as unofficial minister of 
unemployment in 1930 and 
transferred to the post of Min- 
ister of Dominions, he spoke at 
a dinner in which the record 
flight of Amy Johnson to Aus- 
tralia was praised. “Talk about 
records, E set one myself,” he ob- 
served. “Look -at our unem- 
ployed.” ‘The figure had just 
reached the highest in history.
